THE FRIENDLY ROOF 


It i« an nmuzing fact that, after a 
w ar that has numbered millions ui peo 
pie a> us victims, and after a world 


wide visitation of influenza that ha« 
tak en millions more the whole world is 
short of houses in which to live. W here 
have the people sprung up from ? Or is 
it great prosperity that is causing In 
dividuals to demand more room, so that 
fewer people art- living in the average 
house? 


If prosperity is the answer, then even 
L poor complaining G erm any is prosper- 
■ ■ ous. 
P erhaps it is not the Berlin go v ­ 
ernm ent that is prosperous but the peo­ 
ple. 
For the housing problem in Berlin, 
according to a recent 
dispatch, 
has 
reached such a point that the m inistry 
of public w ork s has decided to utilize 
150 sleeping cars standing idle in rail 
road yards. 
About 3000 beds a night 
will be provided by this plan. 
Occasional stories of the use of cars 
for housing a re heard in this country, 
but their conversion on any large scale 
would be impossible here because tIi** 
car shortage is just about as acute as 
the house shortage. 


Ak ron, O , w here so m any of the big 
rubber plants are located, reports that 
housing for 25,000 people Is needed. Ten 
thousand w ork ers could bo tak en on at 
once in the factories and w ork shops 
there, but there Is no place for them or 
their families to lay their heads.
